Townsend  s  amendment,  providing  that  ex¬ 
penditure*  for  election  purposes  allowed  by 
the  law  of  any  State  should  not  be  oonstraed 
as  being  affected  by  the  act,  was  rejected. 

Mr.  Blaine's  amendment,  including  senators, 
representatives,  and  delegatee  in  Congress  In 
the  provisions  of  the  bill,  was  agreed  to— yeas 
128,  nays  88. 

Mr.  Hoar’s  amendment,  providing  that  noth¬ 
ing  in  the  bill  should  prevent  voluntary  con¬ 
tributions  for  the  purpose  of  circulating  docu¬ 
ments  for  the  purpose  of  giving  information, 
was  rejected— veas  91,  nays  119.
